OTS of folks have trouble with the stomach.

Indeed, 


they may show nothing; more than undue sensitiveness 
of the lining membrane of the stomach.

other part of the body. It may get sore and tender and irritable because 
you have abused yourself by lato hours, over-eating, over-drinking, over- 
work, loss of alcep or worry.
